old ferpent,& io forth. All which feucral mames,do vndoubted- 
ly Ggnifiea thing /ub/fting ; whercin isa power,from whence 
proceedeth an attion: andtherefore,there arceffentiall fpirits 
2 Againe, if firits and Dinels were onely but the fecret mo- 
tions and affettions of men,then yndoubtedly,fo many famous 
attions asthe Scripturesrecord, and the famealfo externally
